One feature, of the conservation
effort was to bring particularly to
the attention of the motoring: pub-
lic the fact that. it is ‘unlawful
to cut, destroy, or remove any
native tree, shrub, fern, herb, bulb,
cactus r flower on state or
county highivay Trights  of way.
The law also: prohibits cutting or
removing such. growths for com-
mercial purposes from any public
or  ptivate lapd, except, ih the
latter' case, with written' consent
of the owner.

The penalty provided by law for. ;

. the ,offense is 'a fine of ,not more
_‘than’ $200, or imprisonment  for a
_maximum of six months, ‘or. both
fine and imprisonment.
